ternoon in 
time 
before

southbound train is due. 
The office 
was entered 
sometime 
between 11 
< 'clock and the hour he returned. 
Perkinson notified the agent, J. T. 
Jones, who reported to the police 
department. 
Detectives 
were 
sent 
to investigate, but as no clews were 
left by the intruders, it is believed 
they have no 
trace 
o f the guilty 
party or parties. 
Little money is 
ever kept at the passenger station 
as remittance is made each night to 
the Louisville banks, in accordance 
with the rules of the company. 
The money which 
had been col­ 
lected during the morning was taken 
by Mr.

house and it is said there is never a 
penny in the office except when one

F 
EW movements started in the Unit­ 
ed States have been so readiiy tak­ 
en up as the Clean Up and Paint Up 
Idea. A great deal of credit is due to 
the originators of this movement for 
it is a good work and worthy of the 
support of every man, woman and 
child in the country. 
There is only one poor feature in 
regard to the movement and that is 
there are too many people who have 
not sufficient pride to keep up their 
property all the year, but wait for 
clean up time to do a year’s cleaning 
and painting, the same as some peo­ 
ple wait for “Go to church Sunday,” 
never thinking that they could “Clean 
up” or “Go to church” at any other 
time than that designated by the pro­ 
moters of civic improvements. 
Although the Clean Up and Paint Up 
idea is still in its infancy, the move­ 
ment has developed at a great rate 
during the past four years. Yet there 
are still many communities that would 
profit by joining in this good work. 
Ours is one of them. 
Occasionally one meets a man who 
says: “I don’t care whether the yard 
is clean or the sheds painted. 
I have 
to live here and it suits me.” 
Such 
a man is wrong. 
It is not only an | 
obligation that he owes his city, but 
it is an opportunity for him to show 
his good citizenship as well. Why not 
declare war upon all of the unsightly 
things and use soap and paint as am­ 
munition? 


Importance of Cleanliness. 
The American people as a whole are 
lovers of beauty, whether natural or 
artificial. The attractiveness of homes 
and yards is just as important as the 
show places, such as the parks. 
To make a truly beautiful town re­ 
quires the co-operation of every in­ 
habitant, so when the Clean Up and 
Paint Up week arrives in our town, do 
not close your doors and sleep through 
such a campaign. 
The ways and means of promoting 
this movement differ in every locality. 
However, the fundamental requisites 
of every campaign are similar 
It re­ 
quires plenty of good soap and water, 
and plenty of good paint. 
Tin* paint 
is essential and in buying your paint, 
buy a paint that will hold its color, 
stick to its job and preserve your 
buildings. 
Paint in its various forms, including 
varnishes, stains, enamels, etc., will 
not only clean and beautify, but will 
also preserve whatever it covers. 
The first thing on your property 
that is noticeable to the passer-by is 
the fence. 
If the fence appears slov­ 
enly, it detracts from the general ap­ 
pearance of the entire place. 
By us­ 
ing a little bright paint you can make 
it appear as good ap new. 
Put paint 


alone will nof suffice. The weeds and 
high grass that alwrays grow along the 
base of a fence must be controlled. 
When a person once sees how attrac­ 
tive his fence and lawn can be made 
with so little work, he will continue 
to take better care of his property. 
The same will apply to the sheds in 
the back yard. If the shed is painted 
and gives the appearance of being 
neat and clean, you will want to keep 
up your back yard in harmony with 
the sheds. 


Paint W ill Kill Germ*. 
Paint is one of the most sanitary 
products on the market. 
Hospitals, 
hotels, schoolhouses and large build­ 
ings are ever watchful for new means 
of making their buildings more sani 
tary. That is why they all use paint 
or varnish. 
Why should you not bt 
just as particular in your home as 
hospitals are? 
Think of these things when Clean 
Up and Paint Up time comes. 
If the housewife cleans house, why 
shouldn't the town do the same? We 
little realize what quantities of rub­ 
bish will accumulate in a short length 
of time. Carelessness is a disease and 
is very contagious—the germs spread 
rapidly and the most careful are sus­ 
ceptible to it, once it gets its start. 
Don’t let your neighbor do it all. 
The people are the only ones who 
can make a spotless town. 
If every 
man would appoint himself a commit­ 
tee of one, with one object in view, 
and that to take care of his own prop­ 
erty, by that we mean the alley back 
of his house and the street in front, 
and keep them free from all waste 
materials, it would not take long to 
change the appearance of the coinmu 
nity. 
The results would be so great that 
even the most sanguine would scarce 
ly believe it. 
We should all profit 
by the activity.

Keep it clean. 
Keep it in repair. 
Keep it healthful.

“ As matters stand , the German gov ­ 
ernment can not bu t reiterate regret 
that the sentiments of hu manity winch 
the gov ernment of the United States 
ex tend s with su ch ferv or to the u nhappv 
v ictims of su bmarine warfare, are not 
ex tend ed with the same warmth of feel­ 
ing to many millions of women and 
child ren who accord ing to the av owed 
intention of the 
British 
gov ernment, 
shall be starv ed , and who, by su fferings, 
shall force the v ictoriou s armies of the 
centra! powers into ignominiou s capitu ­ 
lation. 
The German gov ernment, in 
agreement with the German people, fails 
to u nd erstand this d iscrimination, all 
the more as it has repeated ly and e x ­ 
plicitly d eclared itself read y to u se the 
su bmarine weapon in strict conformity 
with tlit* ru les of international law

recognized before the ou tbreak of the 
war, if Great Britain likewise was read y 
to ad opt the cond u ct of warfare to these 
ru les. 
Attempts Balked by British.

war. 
“ The German people knows that the 
gov ernment of the United States has 
the power to confine the war to armed 
forces of the belligerent cou ntries, in 
the interest of hu manity and maintain- 
ance of international law. 
Tht* gov ­ 
ernment of the United States wou ld 
hav e been certain of attaining this and 
had it been d etermined to insist, against 
Great Britain on tht* incontrov ertible 
rights to freed om of the seas. 
Bu t as 
matters stand , the German people is u n­ 
d er the impression that the gov ernment 
of the United States, while d emand ing 
that Germany , stru ggling for ex istence, 
shall restrain the u se of an effectiv e 
weapon, and while making compliance 
with these d emand s a cond ition

maintenance of relations with Germany , 
confines itselt to protests against illegal 
method s ad opted by G e rm a ny ’s enemies. 
Moreov er, the German people knows to 
what consid erable ex tent its enemies are 
su pplied with all kind s of war material 
from the United States.

Reasons for Concessions. 
“ It

cu mstances, meet the same hearty re­ 
sponse trom the German people which 
su ch an appeal otherwise alway s is cer­ 
tain to find here.

to the u tmost limit of concessions it has 
been gu id ed not alone by the friend ship 
connecting the two great nations for 
ov er one hu nd red y ears, bu t also by tin* 
thou ght of the great d oom which t hr e a t­ 
ens the entire civ ilized world shou ld tin* 
cru el and sangu inary war be ex tend ed 
and prolonged . 
“ The German gov ernment, consciou s 


of G e rm a ny ’s strength, twice within 
the 
last few months annou nced before the 
world its read iness to make peace on a 
basis safegu ard ing G e rm a ny ’s v ital i' 
terests, thu s ind icating t ha t it is not 
G erm any ’s fau lt if peace is still with­ 
held from the nations of 
Europe. 
The 
German gov ernment feels all the 
more 
ju stified in d eclaring tha t responsibility 
cou ld not be borne before the foru m of 
mankind and in history if a fter tw en­ 
ty -one months of the war's d u ration the 
su bmarine qu estion u nd er d iscu ssion be­ 
tween the German gov ernment and the 
gov ernment of the United States were 
to take a tu rn 
seriou sly 
threatening 
maintenance of peace between the two 
nations. 


Wou ld Av oid Su ch Cou rse. 


“ As far as lies with the German gov ­ 
ernment, it wishes to prev ent things 
from taking su ch a cou rse. 
The Ger­ 
man gov ernment, fnov eov er, is prepar­ 
t'd to d o its u tmost to confine oper­ 
ations of the war for the rest of its 
d u ration to the fighting forces of the 
belligerents, thereby also insu ring free­ 
d om of the seas, a principle u pon which 
the German gov ernment believ es, now 
as before, tha t it is in agreement with 
the gov ernment of the United States. 
“ The German gov ernment, gu id ed by 
this id ea, notifies tin* gov ernment of the 
United States that German nav al forces 
hav e receiv ed the following ord er: 
“ ‘ In accord ance with the general

a d emand wou ld be incompatible with

German gov ernment is conv inced that 
the gov ernment of the United States 
d o e s not think of making su ch a d e­ 
mand , knowing that the gov ernment of

Ex pects Demand on British. 


“ Accord ingly , the German 
gov ern­ 
ment is confid ent that in consequ ence of 
the new ord ers issu ed to the nav al forces 
the gov ernment of the United States 
will also now consid er all imped iments 
remov ed which may hav e been in the 
way of mu tu al co-operation toward re- 
toration of the freed om of the seas 
d u ring the war, as su ggested in the note 
of Ju ly 23, 19 15, and it d oes not d ou bt 
hat the gov ernment of 
the

States will now d emand and insist that 
the British gov ernment shall forthwith 
observ e the ru les of international law 
u niv ersally recognized before the war.

Autumn in the Garden. 
I spent considerably more money in 
Ju ly and August. 
Some cf the items 
would be regarded as necessities even 
by our rural stan dards; some my farm ­ 
ing neighbors would deem a luxury, if 
not downright folly. 
I w as a green 
farm er then; I am a green farm er still; 
hut a s I began to get about the region 
a little more that first Summer, espe­ 
cially at baying time, I w as struck 
with the absurd w aste of machinery 
brought about by insufficient care and 
lack of dry housing, and I began to do 
some figuring. 
All my rural neighbors, 
even Bert, left their plows, harrows, 
hay rakes, mowers, arid even their 
carts, out of doors in rain and sun all 
summer, and m any of them all winter. 
A soaking rain followed by a scorch­ 
ing sun seemed t » me, in my igno­ 
rance, a most effective way of ruining 
a wagon, of shrinking and splitting 
hubs, of loosening the fastenings of 
shafts even in iron machinery. 
Nei­ 
ther do rusted bearings w ear so long 
as those properly protected. 
I began 
to understand why our farm ers are so 


poor, and I sent for Ilard Cider. 
Ju st behind the barn he built me 
a lean-to shed, about seventy-five feet 
long, open toward the east, and shin­ 
gled rainproof. 
It cost me $f»00, but 
every night every piece o f farm m a­ 
chinery and every farm wagon went 
under it, and the mowing machine w as 
further covered with a tarpaulin. 
F o r 
more than a year my shed w as the 
only one of the kind in Bentford, and 
that next winter I used to%see machin­ 
ery standing behind barns, half buried 
in snow and ice, going to pieces for 
w ant of core. 
I verily believe that the 
New England farm er of today is the 
most shiftless mortal north of the M a­ 
son and Dixon line— and he hasn’t 
hookworm for an excuse. 
My next expenditure w as for a ce­ 
ment root cellar, which scarcely needs 
defense, as I had m> silo on the barn, 
and it would rot pay to install one for 
only two cows. 
B u t the third item 
filled Mike with scorn. 
I had heen 
making him ndlk the cows out of doors 
for some weeks, taking a tip from one 
of the big estates, and keeping an eye 
or. 1 im to see that he w ashed his hands 
properly and put on one of the white 
milking coats I had purchased. 
Ilis 
utter contempt for that white rig w as 
comical, but when I told him that I 
w as going to have a cork and asphalt 
brick floor laid In the cow shed he 
w as speechless. 
He had endured the 
white apron, and the spectacle of the 
tuberculin test (the latter because the 
law made him), but an expensive floor 
in the barn w as too much. 
He gave 
n o one pitying look, and walked away. 
The floor w as laid, however, and 
when it w as completed, and the drain­ 
age adjusted, H ard Cider trimmed up 
the supports of the barn collar door 
and the two collar window fram es be­ 
hind, and built in substantial screens. 
Then I showed them to him, and told 
him he w as to keep thorn closed under 
penalty of his job, and he w as further 
to sprinkle chloride of lime on the m a­ 
nure cnee a week.

to transplant, m ake long trenches in 
the vegetable garden, with m anure at 
the bottom and four inches of soil on 
top, and set In the plants. 
J »o it early 
in September if you can. so that tt ey 
can make roots before our early frosts. 
Then you'll have fine plants for bed­ 
ding in spring. 
If you buy any plants, 
get e n from a nursery farther north 
if possible. 
They have to be very 
hardy here.” 
* 
We went through the seed catalogues 
a s one wanders am id manifold tem pta­ 
tions, but we kcj t to our purpose of 
planting only the simpler, more oid- 
fashicned blooms at present. 
In addi­ 
tion to the bulbs, which cam e later, 
we resolved to sow pansies, sw eet Wil­ 
liam, larkspur, Canterbury bells, fox­ 
glove, peach hells, oriental poppies, 
pbttycodoit, veronica, mallow (for back­ 
ing to the i ool especially), hollyhocks, 
phlox (both the early variety, the di- 
vnricata, blooming In May, and, of 
course, ti e standard decussata. 
The 
May phlox we secured in plants). 
All 
these seeds were carefully planted in 
the new beds between the pool and the 
orchard, where we could w ater them 
plentifully, and Stella, with the in­ 
stincts o f the true gardener, babied

BENJAM IN HARRISON 
(1833-1901) 
Benjamin Harrison, twenty-third 
president of the United States was 
born at North Bend, Ohio, August 
20, 1833. 
He was a grand--on of 
William Henry Harri-on. 
He was 
educated at Carey’s Academy, < in- 
cinnati, and Miami Uniwr-ity. 
In 
1853 lie was 
married. 
The 
-ante, 
year he moved to Indianapolis and 
opened a law office. 
The first office held by Harri-on 
was that of -.upreme court reporter, 
and he was 
holding1 that positioa 
when the Civil War broke out. 
He 
raised the Seventieth 
Indiana Vol­ 
unteer 
Infantry’ 
and 
was 
cho-en 
colonel. 
Because of 
hi- efficiency 
and bravery he was promoted and 
became brigadier general. 
In 1*74 
General Harrison was the republican 
nominee for governor. 
Although he 
was defeated this brilliant campaign 
trained for him a national reputa­ 
tion and he became one of the lead­ 
ing republicans of the country. 
In 18(10 Harrison was elected to 
the United State- Senate. 
lie was 
recognized as one of the ablest de­ 
baters and greatest lawyers in that 
body. 
In the memorable campaign 
of 1888 he was nominated for presi- 
dcnt against Grover Cleveland and 
after a dramatic campaign in which 
the protective tariff was the vital 
issue, General Harri-on was elected. 
Ilis administration was noted as a 
business man’s administration. 
Defeated in 
1892, Harrison 
re­ 
turned to Indianapolis where he de­ 
veloped an 
extensive law practice. 
He died March 13, 1901.
